In a process for applying a transferable image onto a surface, the prior art does 
not teach or make obvious the concept of applying a sealant coating directly over the 
applied transferable image on the first surface, which sealant coating is able to bind the 
ink of the image, and drying the sealant coating so as to sandwich the transferable 
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image between the sealant coating and the first surface, whereby after drying, the 
sealant coating does not have adhesive tackiness or heat or pressure activated 
adhesiveness in the manner claimed by the applicant.
